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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the examiner respectfully disagrees with the 
applicant's representative's principle point of contention. The applicant's representative contends that the claimed invention teaches an 
adaptive software interface whereas the Sciacca art teaches a standardized interface and hence the Sciacca art teaches a fixed interface. 
The examiner respectfully disgrees with this assertion. It is incorrect to assert that standardized interfaces are fixed interfaces. 
Standardization is the development of an agreed upon standard and a standard is a specification (see Wikipedia). Hence a standardized 
interface by no means equates to a fixed interface. Instead, it would be fair to equate the standardization process as an adaptation process 
so that data can be recognized or used. Meaning that a standardizing interface is an interface that adapts to recognize/use the data. This 
is further evidenced by the Sciacca prior art when it is explained how adaptations are made to the interface to work with different formats; 
see column 9, lines 38-40, Sciacca. 
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
